WALSH SHOOTS AT THE MEN 



The Men Got $150 in Money and $600 
In Stamps, Also Ho recs Which They 
Used in Gelling Away . 



One of the moat daring postofBce rob- 
beries that has come before the atten- 
tion of the inspectors of this district was 
perpetrated Friday morning about 2 
o'clock in the village of Highwood. 
Features of the robbery were: • 

The thieves blew up.theBflfe and se- 
cured about $150 in iponey and $600 in 
postage stamps. 

The robbers stole two or three horses 
in making their ' got away from the 
scene. 

The robbers covered two men with re- 
volvers, warning them not to make any 
alarm or they would be kirei'. 

The robbies were detected while try- 
ing to rob the home of A. S. Walsh, 
Highwood's treasurer; Walch shot three 
times at the men and believes he 
wounded one who was later carried off 
in a rig by his companions. 

That the robbery occurred about 2:30 
is the belief of the police, Postmaster 
Walter Bartlett. and others. About 
two o'clock Mr. Walch heard somebody 
prowling in the basement of his home, 
got up, seized a revolver and looking 
out of the window, saw three men in his 
yard. He opened Are and on the third 
shot, he says one man threw up His 
hands, fell to'the ground with a yell and 
Walch is sure he hit him. ■ 

Walch then hastily donned his clothe?, 
secured another revolver and hastened 
to the yard to corner the marauders. 
When he arrived they had made off, for 
there was no clue to them. 

Walch is sure that the postofTice was 
robbed after the men visited his home. 
Others say itdoesn't seem possible that, 
after being shot at and thus knowning 
that their presence was known, the 
robbers would have left the Walch place 
to rob the postofllce. However, the 
postoffice was robbed about 2 o'clock 
when he saw the men in the yard. 

The robbers pried open the window, 
useddynamite or nitroglycerine after 
boring into the safe covered the safe 
with old clothes and mailsacks and'blew 
the door off with out any of the neigh- 
bors hearing a sound. Men sleeping in 
a tent across the street never heard a 

sound. 

After getting away from the office 

with about $750 in money and postage 

stamps, the robbers went to the bam 
of Nick Williams, hitched up his horse, 
an old and worn out animal, and made 
off to the west of village. They reach- 
ed the home of F. N. Alexander and 
there abandoned the Williams horse and 
drove on in a rig.

Orfidats of Road Declare Switch Lock was 
Broken and Lever was Turned. 

A deliberate plan to wreck the Soo 
line "Velvet Special" caused the death 
of three men and the injury of nearly 
twpnty passengers nearNeenah, Wis., 
early Tuesday morning. 

Officials of the road declare that, the 
lock of a switch was broken snd thrown 
into a field near the tracks, after the 
switch leVer was turned so that it.aent 
the special crashing over a dead-end 
switch track and down an embankment. 
The engineer and firemen jumped as 
the train caught the curve of the switch 
and the engineer was killed. The fire- 
man may die. According to' witnesses 
before a coronet's jury at Neenah the 
train was • going at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour when it hit the switch. 

The dead: August Kuster, engineer, 
Fond du Lac; Fred Miller, Neenah; un- 
identified man. 

The more seriously injured: Fred 
Fortune, Detroit, right leg severed at 
hip; will probably die; Mrs. Margaret 
Garvey, Duluth, back wrenched. Earl 
Heiaden, fireman, injured by jumping. 
About twenty passengers received 
minor injuries. That there were not 
more fatalities is attributed to the fact 
that all the coaches were steel. 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict 
that the wreck was caused by the ma- 
licious throwing of a switch,' causing 
the engine and eight coaches to run on 
a siding. 

Miller and the unidentified man were 
riding on a baggage car platform. One 
leg was severed from Miller's body. It 
was found later and a laundry mark on 
an undergarment led to his identifica- 
tion. . 

President Edmund Pennington of the 
Soo line in Minneapolis stated that the 
train was deliberately wrecked by train 
wreckers, 
•vJ'The lock on the switch was broken 
off after tram No. 3, from Chicago to 
Minneapolis, passed it," he said. "The 
switch was turned so as to throw No, 
17 Into the siding. The lock was found 
in the field where It had been thrown 
by the train wreckers. 

'•Engineer August Kuester of Fond 
du Lac, attempted to jump when he saw 
the' switch turned and was killed by the 
fall. The two tramps were on 
the back of the tender of the engine, 
and were killed when they jumped from 
the train. ' v 

The engine, baggage and mail cars, 
and two steel coaches were derailed on 
the track.- •

Thrfle masked bandits, in true wild 
west fashion robbed the safe at Ravinia 
Park, after shooting and seriously 
wounding the watchman, George Pfls- 
ter, who encountered the men as he was 
making his regular rounds of the park. 
At 2 o'clock Tuesday morning, Pfis-

The men then turned their attention 
to the oflice near the main gate. With 
a cold chisel they knocked off the com- 
bination, pried open the door and- rifled 
the safe of its contents, about $800. 

.They took the lantern of tho watch- 
man to aid themBelvea in* making their 
escape from the grounds. The watch- 
man, aa soon as ho could loosen his 
bonds, crawled on his hands and knees 
to the casino, where he told the porter 
there what had happened. Manager A. 
M. J^owrie, of tho park, was notifled 
at his homo at Highland Park, aa were 
also the Highland Park police and the 
Chicago police as well, all of whom 
were told to ho on the lookout for the 
bandits. 



Chow Foo Hung, ialias Allco Hung 
was identified Thursday afternoon as 
the man who shot and killed Lee Gip 
Wing and seriously wounded Moy 
Dung Tone by the latter, who is now at 
St. Luke's hospital, Chicago. 

Hung refused to answer any ques- 
tions put to him by Inspector Wheeler 
at the Harrison street police station 
and was taken to a cell. Attorney 
John Tyrrell will renresent the Lee 
society, is making a hard fight to pros- 
ecute Hung. 

Hung was arrested Thursday after- 
noon in Waukegan at the laundry of Joy 
,Wak Lo, a cousin, by Detectives J. W. 
Norton and John Ryan from the Harbi- 
son street station. He was brought to 
Chicago and taken to the office of In- 
spector Wheeler. He refused to an- 
swer any question aaked^by the In- 
spector. Hung was taken to St. Luke's 
hospital and there identified by Tone. 
Detectives Norton and Ryan receiv- 
ed information that Hung was in Wau- 
kegan at the laundry of Joy Wak Lo. 
The Waukegan police were immediate- 
ly notified and the detectives went to 
Waukegan. They made the trip by 
automobile, arriving there aboUt noon. 
Waukegan police had already search^ 
ed the laundry, but were unable to 
locate the fugitive. The Chinese at the 
laundry said they knew nothing of the 
affair. Detectives Norton and Ryan 
then made another search. They 
searched the laundry thoroughly, but 
could find nothing. They also went 
into a house adjoining and under a 
bench found a hat and coat. 

The Chinese in the laundry could not 
explain the presence of the hat and 
coat, which aroused the suspicion of 
the police. 

Descending into the basement, they 
discovered a door, which was locked 
and also roped.

police. 

Boettcher, in true "rube" fashion, 
blew into town with $138.20 at noon on 
Tuesday, During the afternoon he 
took in all, the shows down the pike. 
He even saw Little Eva do the muscle 
dance. At four o'clock he wound up 
at the spindle wheel near the (Sunsett 
saloon on Water street. While stand- 
ing loitering, about this concession he 
made acquaintance with a young man 
by the name of Mr. Accomplice who 
was bemoaning the fact that he was 
"down in luck" and had been unable to 
win a $100 gold watch for ten cents.

On a country road near Gary, thirty 
miles northwest of Chicago, Frederick 
Wennerstrom, owner and driver of an 
automobile, was shot to death some 
time last week. His body was found 
Sunday afternoon, lying on, a bank of 
the Fox river, with two bullet holes In 
the back of his head. The victim was 
a Chicagoan, living at 833 Buckingham 
place. His automobile has disappeared. 

The case recalls that of Wm. Bate, 
Jr., a chauffeur, whose murder, Dec, 
30, 1904, presumably by a mysterious 
automobile passenger named Dove has 
never been solved. 

Wennerstrom left Chicago Wednes- 
day evening. At 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon he drove his machine out of the 
Monitor garage, 3008 North Clark 
street , 

At 5 o'clock Hunt received a tele- 
phone call. The man at the other end 
of the wire said he was Wennerstrom.. 
Hunt thought the voice peculiar, but 
gave no further thought to the fact at 
the time. 

"Hello, Harry," said the voice. '*I 
wish you'd tell my wife that I'm going 
to Crystal lake with a party. I will 
be back in a couple of days." 

Hunt, on his way home that night" 
stopped at Wennerstrom's residence, 
833 Buckingham Place, and delivered 
the message. Mrs. Wenfterstrommade 
no comment 

Nothing more was heard of the driv- 
er's actions until--^ o'clock Sunday af- 
ternoon, when David Joslin, district at- 
torney of McHenry county, called up 
the Chicago detective bureau and in- 
formed them of the murder. 

The man's body had been identified 
by his chauffeur's card. The body was 
not far from the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway bridge across tho 
Fox River. It seemed to have been 
thrown to its position on the bank. 

The discovery of the body daused Mr.

The 
only theory advanced so far proceeds 
from^a casual remark made two weeks 
ago by Wennerstrom to Hunt, the own- 
er of the garage. 

•'I'm going out for a two days* trip 
with some post ofiico inspectors who 
are hunting a gang of safe blowers," 
the driver said. **Maybe I'won't be 
back for three days." 

.The police believe this story impro- 
bable, it not being the custom of post- 
ofllce inspectors to take chauffeurs into 
their confidence.

They Wrangle Over Trifles and Mako 
Life Uncoipfoptable, Sfiys the Mar- 
Hod Men. 

"There aro three 'Dou'ts' which 
every clergyman could with propriety 
add as a homily to the wedding cere- 
mony," remarked an unhappy looking 
married man. "Don't argue, don't 
hlcker, don't nag, and the greatest of 
these is don't argue, for In the trail of 
argument troops hlckerlng and a host 
of other petty, disagreablo tralta 
which lead straight to disaster. 
; "The habit of arguing over trifles la 
a dangerous one, yet one that 1b In- 
dulged In by women, and parUcularly 
American women. It Is not going too 
far to say that the American woman 
Is more given to argument thah any 
other. She contracts the habit In the 
ci'adle and successfully carries It 
through life. 

"The fact that many women use 
an argument as a safey valve for de- 
pression and vent thetr Ill-feeling In 
this form of wrangling.'

Prealdent Urges Reforms In Legal Pro- 
cedure, Favors Patent Tribunal and 
Defends Arbitration Treaties— Ju- 
dicial Recall Denounced. 



Boston.— AddresBlng the American 
Bar association In convention here; 
President Taft denounced by Inference 
tho recall as applied to the Judiciary, 
and urged tho adoption of the arbitra- 
tion treaties. He also spoke of the need 
of reform In legal procedura. 

He declared that the Initiative 
should bo taken by lawyers and said 
that it always gave him great pleae- 
uae to speak upon this aubjoct "from 
a pulpit" whero his hearers would un- 
derstand him. 

Tho president said there was need 
for advancing judicial ealarlea so that 
"the beat men of the bar" might be 
secured for tho various courta. Tho 
United States circuit Judges, ho said. 
are not paid so well proportionately 
as aro tho United States district 
judges. I ■ . -

New York.— The Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey, the corporation 
which has been the storm center of 
anti-trust agitation throughout tho 
country for years, has pasacd out of 
existence, as far as ite present form 
and functions are concerned. 

Henceforth this famous corporation 
will ceaso officially to carry on its 
operations as the head of a vast or- 
ganization whoso activities extend 
into almost every part of tho world. 

In obedience to the decree of disso- 
lution of tho supreme court; it la to 
rellnqulah its control of the aubsldiarr 
concerne. 

The work of apportioning tho com- 
pany's holdings of tho stock of more 
than thirty aubaidlarles aftectod will 
occupy at least throe months, it la ex- 
pected. BO that the readjustment will 
not bo completo prior to Decem- 
ber 1. 

Tho New Jersey company, In addi- 
tion to acting as the holding corpora- 
tion, conducts a'largo oil business and 
has extensive property holdings. The

Coming to the question of tho pow- 
er of the courts, the president spoke 
with vehemence. "Thank God.", he 
said, "we hod John Marshall and his 
associates to decide that the courta 
aro the ultlmalo tribunal to make the 
laws that the legislature enacts 
BQuaro with the constitution." 

Reviewing briefly the general arbi- 
tration treaties with Great Britain 
and France, the president made It 
plain that he did not believe that the 
objections to the treaties were valid. 
A resolution denouncing the princi- 
ple of tho recall of judges was adopt- 
ed by a largo majority. It declared 
that "the application to judges of the 
principle of recall would create a judi- 
ciary whose decisions would not rest 
upon the law of the land, but would 
be Influenced by transient public sen- 
timent; nnd that the establishment of 
such a judiciary would be destructive 
of our system of government" It was 
voted that tho prealdent of the asso- 
ciation appoint a committee repreaent- 
Ing each state and territory "to take 
such steps as the committee deemed 
best to expose the lallacles of judi- 
cial recall."

To Purify Drinking Water. 
Tho increasing use of hypochlorite 
for the purification of drinking water 
supplies makes the subject of proper 
methods of applying this and other 
chemicals a timely one. The usual 
method of Introducing the disinfect- 
ant Into the suction pipe or suction 
well has not proved altogether satis- 
factory, owing to the Injury to the 
pump valves and other dlfllcultles. An 
Ingenious device for applying chemi- 
cals directly to water flowing In pipea 
under pressure is described In q re- 
cent number of thd Engineering News. 
The principle of tlie apparatus con- 
sists in so regulating the pressure by 
chemical contrivances that the solu- 
tion la forced through the feedpipe at 
a rate always proportional to the ex- 
isting rate of flow through the main.— 
From tho Journal of tho American

BELGIUM MAKES WAR MOVE 

Garrisons Are Strengthened to Pre- 
serve Line If Franco and 
Germany Fight 

Liege, Belgium. — An Intense sensa- 
tion has been created among tho Bel- 
gian people, especially near the boun- 
darles of France and Germany, by 
tho military precautlohs which are be- 
ing put Into effect by tho Belgian 
government 

Great military activity has been In 
evidence during tho past two years. 
Large supplies of sheila for the fron- 
tier forts and rlflo ammunition havo 
been sent forward, and additional bnU 
terlfis of artillery and rapld-flro guna 
lave been shipped to. roenforce tho 
pdsta on all roads leading to the Gor- 
man frontier.

Grain Record Is Broken. 
Minneapolis, Minn. — The quantity 
of grain that has reached Minneapo- 
lis during the three days ended Au- 
gust 30. broke all records for the last 
eight years. A total of 716,000 hush- 
els of grain was brought to Minneapo- 
lis on all roads during the three days.

They wore 
brusque and curt and their expression 
indicated that the situation was seri- 
ous.

J, W. Kline, ropre- 
Bcntlng the shopmen, has received a 
telegram from President Lovett of 
the Harrlman system saying that any 
action- resolved upon : by the ofll- 
clais now here would be ratified by 
tho railroad company. 

The Southern Paclflc company con- 
tinues to lay Off men, between eeven- 
ty-flve and one hundred men from Its 
auditing staff having been dropped.

HE rulDB of Copan are Bltuated In 
tho valley of the ,Copan river In tho 
western part of the Republic of Hon- 
durns only a few mUcB from tho 
boundary of Guatemala, Mountalast 
the foothills of tho Cordillera, reach- 
ing an altitude oC somo 2,600 feet, 
surround it on every side, their low- 
er slopes overgrown with a well- 
nigh Impenetrable thlckot of lovi' 
trees and bushes, and their summits 
sparsely covered with plno. Tho 
valley at this point Is about a mile 
And a half wide, and it Is upon this rich river 
plain that the ancient Maya motropolle was built 
Tho river hero flows east and weat, nowsWrtlng 
the northern foothills, and again having croBsed 
the plain, rushing along the base of the southern 
fllopea. a modest stream, easily forded In the dry 
eeason, hut a raging, swollen torrent frequently 
overflowing Its banks after the rains have set In.

Tho Interior sides of this are stepped so that 
standing In the center of the plaza the effect is 
that of a aunlton court surrounded on all aides 
but one, with tiers of stone sents or benches. 
Tho southern or open aide is occupied by a 
small pyramid about 20 feet high, which, 
standing midway between tho ends of the ter- 
race, appears to Inclose tho area. This pyra- 
mid, because of Ita central position with refer- 
ence to tho Qrent Plnzn. must have been n 
much more Important structure than Its Blze 
would now seem to Indicate. Standing on Its 
summit and looking northward, a groat open- 
air auditorium lies at one's feet Tier upon 
tier of Btono benches rising around Its sides, 
and five great monumental states, posted 




The Bides and backs of these monumenU ara 
usually covered with hieroglyphics though Uils 
Uer Js not a constant feature Near oach one 
of them, usually just In front, there Is a smaller 
b obk of Btone, sometimes round and BomeUmes 
square. These, because of their <=lo«; ^'"^^ 
Uon with the larger monumen a. have been 
called altars; and It lanot unlikely that ^oy 
may have served some such a purpose. Tney

Leaving the Great Plaza and Its Interesting 
monuments behind, and proceeding «o"thward 
about 100 yards, we enter a narrow court 290 
feet in length by 135 feet, In width. ™« /.°: 
closure has been named "The Court of the 
Hieroglyphic Stairway." because of Its ^ost r^ 
mnrkable feature-an Imposing flight <^\^^}^ 
ascending the pyramid at Its southerp e°f ■ J^^^J 
stairway, including tho elaborately sculptured 
balustrades on each side, measures 33 feet In 
width. lU steps, which average a foot In height, 
have their vertical faces covered with mero- 

^ This monumental stairway, rising steeply for 
90 feet. Its steps and balustrades elaborately 
sculptured, and full-size human figures occupy- 
ing Us center at regular Intervals clear to tne 
Bummlt, must have presented In former Umcs a 
striking appearance and offered an effect Dui 
little short of stupendous. 

Ascending the steep slope which forma the 
aouthoastorn aide of the > court of the Hlero- 
Klyphlc Stairway, wo find oursolvea on tho sum- 
mit of a broad terrace overlooking the Eastern 
Court ThiB Incloauro. though somewhat small 
(about 125 feet square), originally must have 
been one of the moat beautiful parts of the city, 
judging, from the elaborate sculptures now 
strewing it in great profusion. On lU south side 
rises tho highest pyramid at Copan. the eummit 
112 feet above tho level of the river. Across tho 
erenter partnt tho western side extends a broad 
rather low stairway, flanked by two Ufe-elzed 
rampant jaguars sculptured in high relief. Th b 
flight of steps leads to a broad terrace overlook. 
ng another court. The remaining sides of the 
Eastern Court are occupied by high terraces, 
which support a number of ruined structures. 
One of thcBO on the northern terrace was exca- 
vated by Mr. Maudslay. who found there a beau- 
Uful Interior doorway nine feet wide, over 
■which there Is an elaborate frieze supported .at 
its ends by crouching human figures of heroic 
Blze tho whole being carved in high relief al- 
most amounting to sculpture In tho round 

The structures on tho oaBtorn and romalnlnB 
terrace have for the most part disappeared, tholr 
destruction having been" due to a change in 
the course of tho Copan river, which now 
washes the exterior base of this, terrace. ^Thle 
cutUng away? of tho great aubstructuro of tuo 
main group of buildings by the river Is one 
of tho moat interesting and at the same tlmo 
deplorable features at Copan, alnco ulUmatoly. If 
not checked, it can mean nothing more nor Icbb 
than the total destruction of tho city. 

But this wholesale demolition Is not being, ao- 
rompllBhed without Its accompanying lesson m 
archaeology. This groat vertical wall, cut by 
the river all along the eaatem side of the main 
group, is tho largest crosa-aecUon of an arch- 
aeological Bite In tho 'world. Here, like an open 
book, one may read tho successive periods of 
tho city's growth. At different levels from the 
hollows upward throughout the rubble hearting 
of the substructure there are horizontal strata

The town of Bradford. Iowa, has to 
do with tho history of the song. Tho 
homes In this little village, as easter- 
ners would call It, are of tho New Eng- 
land type and shelter a class of peoplo 
who stand for moral. Intellectual and 
religious development. 
■ In. 1859 or 1860— or thereabouts — 
the good people of Bradford resolved 
to build a church where they might 
worship God and teach their chlldroa 
the Importance of Christian living and 
Christian service. The times were 
close and the people were poor; but, 
being "masters of circumstances and. 
not their abject slaves," they con- 
quered the hard times and their pov- 
erty by donations of stone, lumber, 
hardware, paint, and labor. The Con- 
gregational Church Building Society 
came forward with a generous dona- 
tion of money, and the llttio brown 
church was ready for dedication with- 
out debt. 

A llttio to the south of Bradford 
lies the little town of Fredericksburg. 
In this little town, surrounded by one 
of the most fertile farming regions la 
the world, lived a physician. W. 3. 
Pitts. Ho was born In New York, re- 
ceived his degree from Rush Medical 




of cut paving stones. These are tho pavements

It had been forgotten so long 
that ho was unable to find out anything about 
Us former history except tho very dubious tra- 
dition given above.

often quite fragmenUry, nevertholesa it sheds 
a very considerable light on tho pre-Columbian 
history of these two northern altos, and In a 
measure, at least, dispels that darkness and 
obscurity which bo completely onaliroudB al- 
most all tho other groat centora of tho Maya 
culture. 

Concerning tho former history of Copen. 
however, wo know absolutely nothing, except- 
ing tho tradition of very doubtful value given 
Dolow. In 1607, or thereabout, Diogo Garcia 
da Palaclo, an official of tho Audencia of Gua- 
temala, visited these rulUB and later doscrlbod 
them In a letter to Philip U.. the then king of 
Spain. In this communication, after a do- 



ing over having stood there. Digging through 
tho floor ho sank a shaft Into tho interior of 
tho pyramid and found at a depth of six feet 
from the top an earthen pot which contained 
several jade beads, a few pearls, a Jade apln- 
die whorl, perforated disk, and some roughly 
carved pieces of pearl shell. The bottom of 
tho pot was covered with some llnoly ground 
cinnabar and several ounces of quick silver. 
Fragmontfl of human bones were taken out 
during tho course of these excavations and. 
finally, at a depth of nlno feet below the level 
of tho plain, a skeleton of a Jaguar was un- 
covered. , „^. 

The use of this pyramid without a building 
of any kind Burmountlng it must forever- re- 
main a mystery. Perhaps hero in full view ot th© 
aasomble^. Inhabitants of the ancient city were 
practiced tho bloody rlte^ of human sncrlflec; 
or perhaps the decrees of rules or tho omens 
from above were handed down. Who can aay 
now? One thing , alone eeems reasonably cer- 
tain; the close proximity ■ and commanding 
relation ot this pyramid to such a vast opon- 
alr auditorium as the Great Plaxa Indicates 
that It formerly played some very Important 
part In tho Ufo of Copan. .

epochs of tho city's history, and they clearly 
demonstrate that tho growth of Copan has been 
gradual. As time passed and the population In- 
creased, newer and larger structures and plazas 
wero built to meo^ the needs of tho growing 
city. These constnictlons, as we see from the 
cross-section of the substructure, were built di- 
rectly above tho older ones. When It became 
necessary to build a new plaza Ita rubble foun- 
dations were laid on the paving of the old plaza 
which It was to replace, and thus the highest of 
tho substructure slowly Increased. A careful 
study of the floors of these successive plazas 
would doubtless teach much as to the different 
epochs of the city's occupancy, and might oven 
reveal Important facta relative to its history. 

Before closing this description, It may not bq 
out of place to explain hero our reasons for hav- 
ing called Copan "The Mother City of the 
Mayos." Briefly stated, It la because of the 
greater antiquity ot lU hieroglyphic Inscriptlonfl' 
as compared with those of- erery other Maya, 
city now known, Thla greater age ot Copan Is 
indicated, not only by tho actual dates recorded 
\k lU earlleat inscriptions, but also by a cruder 
technique In their execuUon. Later, In the best 
period of tho southern Maya civilization, sculp- 
ture hi found to be In very high relief or even li^ 
tho round, and Is characterized by a great pro- 
fusion and elaboration of detail. Nothing of 
this, howovor, appears In the earliest monu- 
menta at Copari, whore the relief Iff ao low that 
It amounts to UtUe more than incised Unea, the 
sculptor apparonUy not fooling sure enough of 
hla technlquo to attempt anything more ambi- 
tious. 

Aside from thla question o^,tochnlque. how- 
ever, the dates themselves recorded on these 
more crudely sculptured monument^ are mucn 
earlier than thoao on the moro elaborate ones. 
Tho earliest historic date at Copan Preceded tho 
earliest historic dates of all the othe^^f ^^J 
Maya cltloa by Intervals ranging from 20 to 300 
years, or, oxpreased In terras of Maya cbrono]'

Tho name of the song may not have 
been less inspired. The Uttle cuurch 
Is surrounded by large, stately trees 
whose overhanging branches havo 
sheltered both it and Its worshippers 
from the hot rays of the summer's sun 
and the cold blasts ot the winter's 
wind. And as ho thought of this Uttle 
sanctuary surrounded by these great

Elevation Affecting Steam Engine*. 
Remembering thr.t water bolls more 
readily, that Is, with less heat, at high 
altitudes, It appears to be only rea- 
sonable to expect that steura would 
have less force on high mountains 
than In valleys. An engineering au- 
thority tell of a large gas plant which 
was some time ago exported from 
Great Britain .and erected at a loca- 
tion several thousand feet above sea 
level The engines did not give the 
power expected from them, and sev- 
eral reasons were advanced to account 
for this deficiency.

The measure of any circle. Includ- 
ing the circumference of the earth, of 
course, is 3C0 degrees. The earth re- 
volves OQ Its axis once In 24 hours;\ 
hence the sun appears to pass over' 
one-twepty-fourth of the circumfer- 
ence of the earth In one hour. It Is 
always noon at some point on the 
earth's surface, and of course at a 
point half-way around the earth, It Is 
midnight. The extension of the rail- 
way systems of the XTntted States, 
which cover nearly 60 .degrees of 
longitude, caused all kinds of trouble 
because of the difference of time. It 
Is noon by the sun at any point' on 
the earth's surface when the sun Is 
directly over the meridian of that 
point — that is, It Is noon by sun time; 
but nobody runs by Bun time. Why? 
Because the movomont of tho earth 
In Its orbit is faster In winte'r than 
In summer; so that tho time common- 
ly called "sun time," at eech city, Is 
not sun time, as measured by the 
minute the sun reaches the meridian 
of that point; but, what Is colled 
"mean time," which Is the average 
time throughout the year that the 
sun would be pn the merldlon If the 
motion of the earth were absolutely 
equal at all points In its orbit. 

The more the railway buslnesH of 
the country Increased, the greater be- 
came the trouble. So. In 1883, the 
system called "standard time" was de- 
vised, and adopted' by all the railroads 
In the United States. The plan— and 
a remarkably wise one — was to des- 
ignate certain meridians, 15 degrees 
opart— and where the difference In 
actual sun time would, of course, be 
exactly one hour— and have the tlmo 
be the same for a space of country, 
of which these meridians should be 
tbo middle. 

The flrs^ meridian Is that of 75 de- 
grees west ot Greenwich. This line 
passes just east of Philadelphia. For 
seven and one-half degrees east ttni 
west of this, the railroads keep what 
Is known os "eagtern tlm?." Tho 
nex^ meridian Is that of DO degrees 
west of Greenwich, which passes 
through Wisconsin, eastern Iowa and 
filos^ to Memphl^. This Is called 
"central time." Tho next Is the 
space, 15 degrees wide, of which the 
meridian of 105 degrees west of 
Greenwich Is the middle. That merid- 
ian passes through the eastern edges 
on Montana and Wyoming, and Just 
west of Denver. This Is • called 
"mountoln time." Tho next time-strip 
hR8 Us middle on the meridian of 
120 degrees west of di'eehSvlchi which 
passes thro, gh Waahlngtort. Oregon 
and California. This is cdllfeil "Paci- 
fic time." 

For Instance, BUhJibBfe ou6 Is travel- 
ing from Snn Frnhclsco east, and sets 
hU watch Ih that city. Suppose he 
COtnea eosl Over tho Union Pacific. At 
Oftdeh, Which the railroad has made 
the point of tlm? dlvfslon, he sets his 
watch on hour foster. At Cheyenne 
Mills, Colo., he sets It on hour foster 
ogain, for the changes' from mountain 
to central time. Ho reaches Chlcapo, 
and goes oast over the Lake Shore. 
At nuffalo he sets his wotch one hour 
faster, that being tho dividing point 
between central nnd eastern time. 
When be does this he finds his watch 
agreeing with the time of tho places 
through which he passes, and with 
the rnlVwoy tlmecards. If he traveled 
westward, he would simply set his 
watch on» hour slower at the point 
hamcd.

Migratory Blrdt, . 

tn recent Issue' of tht National 
Geographic Magazine Mr. Wells Cook 
of the United States biological 8^^ 
vey, has presented an Interesting 
study of bird migration. In his article 
be tells us that tho cliff swallows 
which nest In Nova Scotia leave tho 
Gulf coast of Mexico about March la 
and anive at their, destination two 
months later, on May 10. Most of the 
birds that spend the wlnfor In Central 
or South America, he says, take tho 
direct route across the gulf Instead ot 
going via Texas or by way of Florida, 
Cuba or Yucatan, and this aerial Jour 
ney means a single flight of from 600 
to 700 miles with no alighting place. 

But tho greatest troveler of all la 
the golden plover, which nests In sum- 
mer on the arctic sliorcs of North 
America, whence It migrates to Labra- 
dor, and ot Nova Scotln begins a 2,500 
mile flight to South America. Ita win- 
ter home Is In Argentina, and after a 
six-month stay there Is comes back 
across the gulf and up the Mississippi 
valley, nnd when It Is again at Ita 
summer home It has covered about 15,. - 
000 miles. The arctic terns aocompllsb 
In 20 weeks a round trip of 22,000 
between the arctic and antp- 
oceans.

Many Centuries Old Fortunes Await- 
'Ing the Claim of the Law- 
ful Hffjra. 

In Rhenish Bavaria two aiuoclationd 
havo recently been organized to obtain 
a $400,000 Inheritance left In 1670 by 
the Dutch Field Marshal Baron von 
Ornholm. In Bavaria there Is a new 
effort under way to aecuro five for- 
tunes nov estimated at about S17.500.- 
OOO, the amounts left by five Dutch- 
men to their German relatives, be 
tween 1636 and 1706, plus the interest 
that has accumulated since that time 
Every one ot these flvo fortunes, tho 
largest of which waa 11,120,000, has 
completely disappeared. 

T^S19 i^ » record that the money 
left by Johann Josb, an Amsterdam 
ship's captain, who died In 1707, 
reached the representative of hlB Heirs 
in AugBburg in 1786, In the next year 
the heira were. Informed that 1700.000 
bad been deposited for them In an 
Augsburg bank. The heirs of a Teath* 
er dealer Van Gratz, received email 
payments on account, and even ob* 
talning ^40,000 about 1791. In 18Q6 
an Augsburg banker by the name of 
Von Halde confessed on his death bed 
that the Inheritances had beetf de* 
posited In his bank, and that by 
means of them be bad made his own 
fortune. 

Since then every effort has been 
made to trace the bequests through 
the municipality of Augsburg, the Ba- 
varian minister of tho interior, and 
the courts. There are endless 'oocu- 
ments In the case, but tho mouey has 
never appeared. Itccently the Dres- 
den bank absorbed the Voa Halde 
bank business, and tho heirs are now 
of the opinion that It must account to 
them for $17,600,000 and they have en- 
gaged a distinguished Munich lawyer 
to devote hie time to a search for the 
mo hey.

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FOOD VALUES ANft 
iVIUSCULAR_ EXERCISE 

By PROF. SUSANNAH USHEH. 
University of JIIInolB. 

At present tho various aspects of the 
food qifestlon are so thoroughly; dis- 
cussed In' the newspapers and xnagsr 
zlnes that m'o cannot escape having 
some Interest In the subject' "We want 
food that win makeusefllclent hu- 
man beings with strength and endur- 
ance for the work Before us, but wo 
do not know how much or^what kind 
of food Is necessary, and our would-be 
advisers have such different views 
that It Is difficult for us to makp a 
choice. ■ . 

We may bo "somewhat bewildered by 
the contentions of the meat eaters, the 
non-meat eaters, the chowers, and thoy 
raw food advocates, hut fortunately we 
have some landmarks in tho wilder- 
ness. We know that wo need food In; 
proportion to the muscular work that 
wo perform. This has been worked 
out .by careful selentlflc «xperiment as 
well as by every day experience. A 
man needs heat to keep iip his body 
temperature and energy for Internal 
work, and he gets this energy from 
tho food that he eats. 

If a man Is resting In bed we may 
say that on an average ho needs 2,000 
calories of energj'. A calorie Is ap- 
proximately tho amount of heat neces- 
sary to raise the temperature of one 
pint of water four degrees Fahrenheit. 
If he stays Indoors and performs no 
work, 2,200 to 2.300 calories are suffl- 
clent. These extra calories are need- 
ed for the exertion of dressing and tin- 
dressing, and tho ordinary movements 
tbat are Incident to rest-Indoors.- The 
following table will give the Increase 
necessary for work of varying Intens- 
ity: 

Light exercise , 2500 to 2700 

'Aloderato exercise 2S00 to S200 

Severe exerclBQ 4000 to 6000

Nor are pret- 
ty parks and Ingenious decorative 
schemes confined to estates of landed 
gentry, A country town can, and often 
does, furnish' excellent examples of ar- 
tistic treatment of bits of woodland. 

Ottawa has no copyrighted -system 
of houlevards other than Us well paved 
streets,, but the folks who make their 
homes here pride themselves upon 
their parks— there are two of them — 
City Park and Forest Park.. 

In Forest Park there are samples 
of the ordinary park emhelllshments, 
such as a fountain, cemented fishpond, 
lettered flower .beds and sanitary 
drinking fountains. But tho newest 
addition la a floral aundlal. It is tho 
town's latest civic pride.

Eason has provided a card with print- 
ed directions for each day of the year. 
The number of minutes the sun Is 
"slow" or "fast," in comparison, with 
the standard meridian, Is placed In 
plain view of, park visitors.. Anyone 
may read the card and set his watch 
tho exact time. 

The dial Isiourteen feet In diameter 
and the Indicator, a* pointed post. Is 
eight feet above the ground. Numerals 
of cement. number the hours upon 
which the shadow of tho Indicator falls 
In turn from 'sunup to sundown. Lines 
of foliage mark the half-hours and 
the quarter-hours. Pigmy hedge forms 
a decorative design in front of tho 
llgures.
